GUERRY WAS CHOSEN — 
AS WESLEYAN’S HEAD 


Prominent Georgia At- | 


torney To Succeed Dr. 
Roberts.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Dupont Guerry. of Macon, succeeds Dr. 
Roberts as president of Wesleyan Female 
college, and will assume active manage- 
ment of that institution at the end of 
the present week. 

The vote which made Colonel Guerry 
president was taken at 3 o’clock, and at 
5 o'clock Colonel Guerry sent the board 
a letter agcepting the position. 

Twenty-three votes were cast. and of 
that number twenty-two were for the col- 
onel. 

When the board convened this morn- 
ing Dr. Branch, the president, had in his 
hand a telegram from Dr. Chappell, of 
Nashville, deciining the position. Accord- 
ing to reports from the trustees’ room 
the members of the board were not sur- 
prised at the declination, though there 
had been a few who were sanguine that 
the Tennessee educator would willingly 
make the change when the message was 
sent to Nashville yesterday. 

The contents of the message left the 
board at but not so much so0 as 
it had been, for during Thursday evening 
there had been talk amoug the memsbers 
of the board with a Guerry tendency, and 
it did not require much time for its re- 
currence. It is true, there were no talks 
on the floor, but members of the board 
in discussing the situation with their el- 
bow associates invariably came to Colonel 
Guerry’s name before dismissing the mat- 
ter temporarily. These talks were indulg- 
ed in while the members of the faculty 
were being elected and during the noon 
recess. It is true other names were 
considered Dy the members individually, 
but none of them demonstrated anything 
like sufficient strength to win, eyen in 
a contest. 

Had Talked of Guerry. 

Probably next to Colonel Guerry in 
strength was Rev. Dr. Daves, of Elber- 
ton. Dr. Dowman, Atlanta’s presiding 
elder was mentioned among the members, 
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ident of Wesleyan Female Col- 
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but the doctor estopped the use of his 
name quickly by declaring he could not 
possibly accept and asking his most ar- 
dent supporters not to present his 
name. 

That was the situation when the board 
reconvened at 2:30. The election of a suc- 
cessor to Dr. Roberts was quickly up, 
and without a nomination being made, 
the board decided to hold a ballot with a 
view to ascertaining the feelings of the 
members. Each trystee wrote the name 
of his choice and then the hat was pass- 
ed around. The secretary recorded the 
result as the names were called off by 
the trustee who lifted the pleces of pa- 
per from the hat. 

There were twenty-three of these, and 
all but cne carried Colonel Guerrv's name, 
and upon that one fvas written Dr. 
Branch’s name. The count was no sur- 
prise to the members and in an instant 
every eye in the room was upon Colonel 
Guerry, who is a member of the board. 
It was up to the colonel to accept or 
decline. 

At 5 o'clock Colonel Guerry sent his 
letter of acceptance to’ the board and the 
question: of Dr. Roberts’ succeSsor was 
finally disposed of. It is thought the one 
vote cast for Dr. Branch was by Colonel 
Guerry. 

Election Gives Satisfaction. 

The election of Colonel Guerry has met 
with the full, free and emphatic indorse- 
ment of the people here, All Macon is 


satisfied that the board has done wisely

ON ROOSEVELT 


Eighty Thousand People 
See President at Salt 
‘Lake’

Salt Lake, Utah, May 29.—The special! 
train bearing President Roosevelt and his 
party arrived here today amid the shrill 
yells of hundreds of cattle punchers and 
sheepmen and the enthusiastic cheering 
of teveral thousand persons. Preceding 
the president’s carriage was an escort of 
mounted police, with fifty Rough Riders, 


splendidly. mounted and in typical plains- 


men’s attire, acted as a special escort. 
Bringing up the rear eH nearly 600 
mounted. cow punchers and sheepmen, 
many of them having come over 150 miies 
of rough trails to greet the president. The 
sunburned, brawny plainsmen in thetfr 
sombreros and blue shirts formed a most 
picturesque part of the parade, and the 
president rose in his carriage and bowed 
in response to their wild cheering. 
Excursion-trains have been run from 
every point of the state and it is proba- 
ble that more than 80,000 persons saw the 
president here. Among the spectators 
were many old Mormons,.some of whom 
had come across the plains with Brigham 


Young. 

The president reviewed 9,000 school chil- 
dren and addressed 11,000 people in the 
Tabernacle, speaking in evlogy of the 
Utah pioneer, who, he -«id, came here not 
to exploit the land anc then go elsewhere, 
but to build homes here. 

Leaving the Tabernacle, the president 
went to Senator Kearn’s residence ‘for 
luncheon. President Joseph E. Smith, of 


the Mormon church; Senator Smoot, Gov- 
ernor Wells and others were present. Af- 


ter luncheon the president left for Og- 
den. 


STRIKE ON AT 
TWELVE MILLS 


Textile Workers of Phila- 
delphia Are Quitting 
Work. 


eee eee —_——— 


Philadelphia, May @9.—Although the 
strike of the textile workers of this city 
for a fifty-five-hour week was s2t for 
Monday, the suspension was practically 
inaugurated at quitting time tonight. 
During the day -the employees of eight 
additional mills stopped work before the 
closing hour, making twelve mills al- 
ready on strike. The hands at one mill 
were locked out. 

Reports received at the headquarters 
of the textile workers up to midnight 
sho wthat thirty-seven firms, out of 
nearly 500 in the city, had agreed to 
reduce the hours wf the workers from 
sixty to fifty-five a week. Members of 
the textile workers’ executive committee 
‘claim that the strike will be more gen- 
eral than the manufactarers believe. 
They claim ‘that fully 60,000 persons will 
refuse to go to work on Menday unless 
their demands are granted. 

The manfacturers feel confident that 
the men will not win the strike, Charles 
Hl Pardin, Thomas Broomley, Jr., and 
Frank Leake, representing the Manu- 
acturers’ Association, in ah interview to- 
night said that it was a financial im- 
possibility for the employ@rs to grant the 
request of the employees. The manufac- 
turers say that they are at a disadvant- 
age with manufacturers in” other citi 4 
because: the latter do not pay’ as h 


wages as the Philadelphia employers. In

MOVES SOLONS 


So St. Louis Grand J uty Says 
in Regard to Legislature 
~ Boodling. 


St. Louis, May 29.—In making its final 
report the April grand. jury. reyiews the 
evidence concerning legislative boodling, 
and. among other suggestions, strongly 
recommends that more stringent laws be 
énacted for punishment of lobbying at the 
state capitol and that the statute of lfm- 
iation be. extended to seven years. It 
recommends that franchises obtained 


‘through boodling methods be forfeited. 


The_report says, in part: 

“The testimony we have.heard has 
shown a state of affairg most. amazing. 
We have listened to the confessions. of 
state senators, and wére we at liberty to 
‘make known all they have told the re- 
cital would appall the citizens.of this 
state. The venality existing among the 
makers of our state laws is alarming to 
those who believe in free government. 

“Our investigations have gone back for 
twelve years. and during that time the 
evidence shows that corruption, has been 
the usual.and accepted: thing in state 
legislation, and that. too, without in- 
terference or hindrance. The tendency 
has been to hide or to ignore. rather than 
to expose and punish, this infamous 
crime. 

“Laws have been sold to the highest 
bidder in numerous instances that we 
have evidence of. We believe that Inwz 
should be passed. making it unlawful 
for lobbyists to ply their profession in 
the manner that, some of them now oper- 
ate. and nroeviding for the forfeiture of 
franchises nrocure2_ hv corrunt methods. 

“We have found some indictments for 
briberv and there would he more, were 
it not for the statute of limitation. which 
should be extended to seven years from 
the date of the crime.”

Governor Against 


Regimental Commanders in the City 
and Will Discuss the Situation 
With Commander in Chiter.

After all the discussion over the rela- 
tivé merits of encampment sites; after 
all the enterprise and enthusiasm mani- 
fested by the representatives of the dif- 
ferent cities whieh haye been seeking to 
secure the troops this. year, it is possible 
—even probable—that there will be no 
encampment. 

Prominent military men frum different 
parts of the state whq camé to Atlanta 
yesterday will call at the capitol today 
for an infori381 conference with Governor 
Terrell, at which the advisability of a 
state encampment this year will be fully 
considered. It is known that some of 
these will argue strengly against an en- 
campment, and that their argument will 
be supplemensei by figures tending tv 
show that the necessdry expenses would 
be so great as to cut very greatly against 


Governor Terrell will, it is understood, 
leave the final decision to the regimental 
commanders. ‘Chey are most directly in- 
terested in the proper equipment of the 
troops to meet the requirements of the 
new militia law, and they can be relied 


| upon to decide accorefm™® to the best in- 


terests of the. organizations of which 
they are the official heads. 
Sadly Lacking in Bquipment, 

The inspecttom being conducted by Ma- 
jor French, of the ular’ army, has 
proceeded far enough to show that the 
Georgia troops are sadly lacking in the 
equipment necessary toi meet the require- 
ments of the new militia law. While 
Major French has mad@ no official reports 
as yet, the informat 
from Inspector General Obear, who ‘has 
been with him at a Sumber of points, 
and from regimental afd company com- 
manders is such as to ‘Warrant the opin- 
ion prevailing in high ‘military ‘circles 
that to divert any of the funds’ to en- 
| somone purposes at this time would 
operate as a serious handicap, 

Major French has so far been devoting 
his attention to the two best . 


even in these regimefits.. are far from 
favorabie. In the:other three infantry 
regiments the conditions in this respect 
are, conféssedly, much worse. The rea- 
sons for this state of affairs are many. 
it is not, however, with the reasons that 
the military authorities have now to deal, 
but with the results. 


Equipment v. Encampment. 
One high military authority has esti- 
mated that it will take somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $150,000 to bring the 
€quipment of the troops up to the requisite 
Standard. 

Some who have given consideration td 
the subject believe this estimate is some- 
what too high—that the conditions may 
not be quite so bad as predicted—but 
they all seem to agree that they will be 
found bad enough. 

Assistant Adjutant General Scott, who 
has made detailed estimates of the cost 
of the encampment, shows that this will 
run upward of $40,000, without allowing 
for the pay of the men, as is provided 
in the militia law. His estimate is under- 
Stood to have been made for the cavairy 
at Savannah, one regiment of infantry 
at Augusta, and the rest of the troops 
at Griffin. He has figured closely on all 
the details of expense, and military men 
say no man in the State ‘s better quali- 
fiéd to handle details of thie nature. Both 
Colonel Lawton, in whose regiment he 
sérved as a captain, and Colonel Wooten, 
who is one of the best informed men in 
Georgia upon all matters appertaining w 
the niilifary, pay the highest tribute to 
the ability of Assistant Adjutant General 
Scott. 

Some Additional] Figures. 

There is t6 the credit of Georgia for 
militia purpoeé’ about $25,000. A, similar 
amount, perhaps a little more, will nom- 
inally becomé Available July . but the 
proportion of this which.-is available will 
-dét¢end upon the proportion of the pres- 
ent militia fofea which passes the’ in- 
spection “now wnder way. With all of 
the present force passing the inspection, 
Georgia would eventually have her pro 
rata share of the $2,000,000 appropriated by 
congress for the militia. That is, ap- 
proximately, $0,000 

Rut— 

There stands against the total of these 
sums the ceftainty thet at least this 
much, férhaps more. must be applied to 
thé proper @quipment of the troops ac- 
cording to the provisions of the militia 
law. 

In other words, without such improve- 
ment in equfpment, the Georgia troops 
would not pass muster sufficiently well 
to recéivye the benefits conveyed by the 
new law. 


Figures Speak for Themselves. 

“T can’t seé any encampment in it this 
year,” said one of the best known regi- 
mental comiidanders last night. The fig- 
ures s¢t forth above come from him. 
“Those figurés speak for themgelves,’’ he 
added. “Yt sééms to me that the militia 
of the state would be very badly handi- 
capped financiallf :f any money at all 
were spent for encampment purposes: 
The members of the military advisory 
board were not In possession of these 
facts and figures when thcy decided in 
favor of an encampment; nad they heen, 
I am sure their. decision would have been 
adverse. For the futufe of the Georgia 
troops, the most essential thing is proper 
equipment; any money diverted to en- 
campment purposes woulc undoubtedly 
cut very seriously against equizment and 
‘would handicap and retard the develop- 
menht of the militia very greatly.’’

Los Angeles, Cal., May 29.—The Pres- 
byterian general assembly today unani- 
mously adopted resolutions calling upon 
the people of the United States and the 
senators themselves to use their utmost 
endeavors to secure the expulsion of 
Apostle Reed Smoot from the national 
senate, The preamble declared that the 
Mormon church “persists in the active 
encouragement and practice’’ of polyg- 
amy and that Senator Smoot ‘‘is a direct 
representative of polygamy, born of its 
system and in cordial sympathy with it 
az; a divine institution, revealed as a 
law af primary obligation and made 
mandatory by the most solemn sanctions 
and has encouraged its perpetuation and 
practice by his personal influence as an 
apostle, and that in doing this the apos- 
tle-senator aids and abets criminals, 
menaces the American people, is un- 
faithful to the laws and constitution 
of the United States, pays his first alle- 
giance to the first presidency and apos- 
tolate to which he belongs, and is a 
reproach to the honor and dignity of the 
American senate.” : 

The resolutions also call upon the peo- 
ple and congress of the United States 
in both houseg and each member of each 
house to employ and to exhaust all legal 
means to secure such an #mendment to 
the federal constitution as shall define 
legal marriage as monogamic and name

“We recommend that the request of the 
presbytery of Tuscaloosa be answered in 
the negative for the reason that the sec- 
tion as thus amended would not fully 
state and properly correlate the doc- 
trines of grace as held by our church in 
relation to the salvation of infants.”’ 

This was adopted by the assembly with 
a few dissenting voices. This, with some 
foot notes which Dr.. Marquegs proposed 
to be inserted in the confession of faith 
which were to be sent to each presbytery 
in the assembly for their future consider- 
ation and vote, brought forth many elo- 
quent appeals for and against the same 
from some of the leading commissioners 
of the assembly. The foot notes were 
as follows: 

‘1. This language is not properly con- 
strued as teaching that any infants dying 
in infancy are not saved. 

‘2. The holy scripture when fairly in- 
terpreted warrants us in belleving that 
all infants whg die in infancy are in- 
and are 
regenerated and saved by Christ, through 
the Holy Spirit.’’ 

The motion to submit the two feot 
notes to each presbytery for a vote was 
lost. Some of the commissioners went 
home foday and if the assembly does 
not adjourn there is likely to be a. live- 
ly exodus tomorrow. This assembly has 
been in sitting longer than any other for 
many years pgst.

WILL BE $25,000,000 


Work Will Be Begun Shortly and 
Will Be Prosecuted Until Com- 
pleted—General Offices To 
Remain at Wash- 


ington. 


Washington, May 29.—President Samuel 
Spencer, of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, who is in Washington, said today 
that the road will be double tracked 
from Washington to Atlanta, and $25,000,- 
000 spent on obetterments, including 
double trackage. It will be impossible 
to complete this work in one or two 
years, but it Will be prosecuted until 
finished. Portions of the line will be 
double tracked to relieve the present 
crowded condition, and then the double . 
links will be connected. The Washing- 
ton division will be the first section of 
the road to get two tracks. 

The shops and yards in Alexandria, Va., . 
will be enlarged and the greater portion 
of the present equipment will be rebufit. 

Mr. Spencer declared there is no in- 
tention to remove the general offices 
of the Southern from Washington to 


Atlanta or to change the official person- "~~ 


nel of the road. 


Constitution Story Confirmed.

The éntiré line between the — 
named Will be double tracked immediate- 
ly, begifining with those portions that are 
most congested and crowded with the 
present business of the road. This meaus 
that néw rails, new ties and all sta- 
tionary equipment will have to be pur- 
chased and piaced in position, necessitat- 
ing an. enormous outlay of money. This 
will be the only double-tracked rafiway 
south of Washington, for any consider- 
able distance, and places the Southern 
more émphatically than ever in the fore- 
front of the railway systems of the 
United States. 

The already extensive shops of the road 
at Alexandria will be greatly enlarged, 
this being a part of the general schem@ 
of improvement demanded by the in- 
creasing traffic of the line. 


To Stop Delays. 

There are several places on. the lint 
between Washington and Atlanta where 
delays are suffered for the lack of suffi- 
cient trackage to accommodate the num- 
ber of trains that are necessary to be 
run. This has been a prolific cause of 
the delayed schedules that have causéd 
scme complaint during the past winter 
and spring, and with the laying of an 
additional track this will be overcome, 
and thére will be no reason why every 
train shal] not come in on time to the 
minute. 

The work will be started where it % 
most needed, and as each of the more 
crowded sections is relieved, it will be 
extended until the entire distance is laid 
with two sets of rails. The work will ré- 
quire some time to complete, as it is @ 
vast undertaking, practically equal to 
the building of a new road from one city 
to another. Owing to the fact that there 
will be a great number of trains pass- 
ing over the work while it is being done, 
it will necessarily have to be done slowly 
and carefully, but this problem in en- 
gineering has long ago been solved and 
there will be no difficulty. .in executing 
the undertaking. A large force of Men 
will be employed ard every effort made 
to expedite the construction as rapid'y as 
possible. 


Shops To Be Enlarged. 

The shops of the Southern at Alexan- 
dria are among the largest in the country 
now, but it has been found that more is 
required of them than they are equal to 
at present. A considerable part of the 
$25,000,000 will be expended in this depart- 
ment of improvements. Additional] build- 
ings will be erected and new improved 
machinery will be installed, requiring the 
employment of many additional men. 

The double track system will allow the 
Southern to operate many more trains 
daily than formerly, and new and fine 
rolling stock will be purchcsed and placed 
It is probable that the en- 
tier schedule will be changed. The al- 
réady fast time made between Washing- 
ton and Atlanta will be increased greatly, 
as there will be no delays at sidings and 
little or no danger of collsionz. It fs 
also exceedingly probable that the block 
signaling system will be adopted and 
placed in use along the entire line. This 
will be one of the greatest improvements 
of all, as it minimizes the danger to the 
utmost.

Freight ratés to and from points on the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad formed 
the topie of an interesting argument bez 
fore the railroad commission of Georgia 
yesterday.

Brought from LaGrange. 

Thecase, as it comes to the commission 
this time, is based on the application of 
the LaGrange board of trade for a re- 
hearing upon the order of the commis- 
sion advancing the Atlanta and West 
Point from class 1 to class 2. This ad- 
vancement places the road upon the same 
footing as all of the other principal sys- 
tems in this state with the exception of 
thé Western and Atlantic and the Geoi- 
gia, both of which are, under their char- 
ters, exempted from the payment of 
taxes to the state.

This case has no bearing whatsoever 
upon interstate rates, though in the ar- 
gument yesterday there were some refer- 
ences to both the LaGrange cage, recent- 
ly decided by the supreme court of the 
United States, and. to what is known as 
the Opelika case, involving some of the 
same questions which is now before the 
interstate commerce commission. The 
Georgia commission has to do only with 
local rates, and these alone are involved. 

Longley Opened the Argument. 

The opening argument in behalf of those 
who seek a reversal of the order of the 
commission and the replacing of the At- 
lanta and West Point in class 1 was made 
by Judge F. M. Longley, of LaGrange. 
He was followed by Judge Alvifl Freeman, 
of Newnan, and he, in turn, by Mr. W. 
E, Wright, of Newnan, both of whom 
spoke for the Newnan board of trade. 

Then followed Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., 
for the railroad company. The conclud- 
ing argument on behalf of the petitioners 
wais made by Mr. Hatton Lovejoy, of Las 
Grange. 

The proceedings were enlivened through- 
out by interesting interruptions and pas- 
sages at arms in which Mr. Fuller B. 
Callaway, recnenized as the pioneer in the 
various rate cases against the Atlanta 
and West Point—particularly those before 
the interstate’ commerce commission, took 
a prominent part. 

_. The Road’s Earnings. 

The gentlemen representing the  peti- 
tioners based their arguments for the 
lower rates principally upon the showing 
made by the road in net earnings.

Tie Atianta 
ang West Point, it was asserted, shows 
net earnings of %.44@ per mile, while 
the Georgia shows net earnings of $2,146 
per mile and the Western and Atlantic of 
$5,416 per mile. With this showing, it 
Was contended that the original action 
of the commission ip putting the Atlanta 
and West Point in class 1 with these other 
Toads and thus requiring that company to 
charge the lower rates ppon freight cov- 
eréd -by. the particular schedules in ques- 
tion, a~was right, and that the company 
shoyld be regtored to that class. 

The financial condition of the Atlanta 
and West Point Was discussed at length, 
the trend of the argument.of Messrs. 
Longley, Freeman, Wright and Lovejoy

Holds That Federal Court Has ‘No 
Jurisdiction To Fix Rates and 
Sustains Demurrer of the 
Roads Which Pleid 
This Point.

Jackson, Miss., May 29.—(Special.)—Fed- 
eral Judge Henry Niles has dissolved the 
temporary injunction granted the lum- 
ber dealers of Mississippi some days ago 
restraining the railroads doing business 
in this state from increasing the rates on 
lumber 2 cents per hundred. 

The decision is the most important de. 
cided in this state for many years, the 
lumber business being the largest severai 
railroads handle. 

Judge’ Niles stated that the real ques- 
tion presented was whether the federa! 
court, working through its powers of 
equity and by. its right of injunction, 
can, in effect, fix and perpetuate sched- 
ule of freight rates. He does not think 
the court has jurisdiction to grant the 
relief sought and for that reason sus- 
taihed the demurrer, dissolved thé in- 
junction and: dismissed the bill, 

That means the~railroads hauling fum- 
ber from points in Mississippi to points 
out of the state, especially to. Ohio river 
points and beyond ‘and west of Buffalo 
and Pittsburg, may increase rates 2 cents 
per hundred pounds, which is an im- 
portant item. 


Increase Not Put Into Effect. 
Tifton, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Raliroad

The correspondents are kept 
within the confines of Camp~ Jackson 
after sundown, but their dispatches are 
given to messenger boys, who are escort- 


a detai] of militia. 

Rumor is persistent that the moun- 
taineers are gathering and wi make an 
attempt to release Jett and White and 
the vigilance of the authorities has been 
doubled. The gatling and hotchikiss 
guns ape now in place, believed to be the 
most advantageous to the troops and for 
the protection of the jail. 

OwirnZ % absence from camp last night 
of Colone) Weiffams and Capt.’ Greenterf, 
there was much ueasiness, and the guard 
about the jail and court house was 
doubled. ‘ihe Hotckiss gun is in readiness 
on the campus, and«the gatling gun was in 
front of the court ‘heuse in such a posi- 
tion that it could be manned on short 
notice. Captain Maddox was in charge of 
the jail squad and Major J. Embry Allen, 
who is in command during Colonel Wil- 
liams’ absence, carried the keys to the 
bastile.

To Rescue Jett and White. 

What is believed to be the first ac- 
curate infcrniation regarding an attempt 
to release Jett and White came in this 
morning. It is that several of the moun- 
tain desperadoes have been riding night 
and day since the two prisoners were 
Tédged in jail here, spreading the news of 
tne capture and urging the mountaineers 
to be prepared to rescue their comrades. 
The military authorities here have: no 
further intelligence from the mountains, 
and. although many efforts have been 
made to secure something more definite. 
they have been fruitless. It has been de- 
cided to keep an outpost on all roads and 
mountain passes not only at night, but 
during the day. This wil probably resuit 
in a call for more troops, and the field 
of operations is thus widened. All news- 
paper correspondents have been put in a. 
tent at the military camp. They were 
formerly stopping at the little hotel here, 
but were “brought in yesterday under or- 
ders of the military authorities. None of 
the writers is allowed to file any matter 
for his paper after dark. and all must 
remain in camp from dark untH gunrise, 
under miiitary supervision.

lain Unite in Assault on the Free Trade Policy 
of the United Kingdom.., 


London, May 29.—Colonial . Secretary 
Chamberlain's protectionist policy is the 
all-prevailing topic of ‘discussion here. 
His masterful assertion that he . would 
make reciprocal trade between the moth- 
er country and her colonies the question 
of the hour has been sensationally ful- 
filled. Columns of comment fill the after- 
noon newspapers and every one is ask- 
ing: t 

“Does it mean dissolution?’”’ 

The people maintain that the govern- 
ment contemplates appealing to the coun- 
try on preferential trade and old age 
pensions immediately after the close of 
the present session of parltament at the 
beginning of August, while others main- 
tain that the government has not the 
slightest intention of giving up its unex- 
pired term of office. 

The Telegraph, generally semi-inspired, 
Says: 

“The issue could not be voted on for at 
least eighteen months, but in the mean- 
time the department will give the coun- 
try and parliament every opportunity 
to discuss it.’’ 

A definite decision will probably be ar- 
rived at-shortly, and will depend almost 
entirely on the result of the propaganda 
now undertaken by the press and the 
members of the house of commons. 
the indications show that Mr. Chamber- 
lain is likely to have.the country at his

If a general election occur 
tomorrow and Mr. Chamberlain’s pro- 
gramme were carried, Mr. Balfour would 
again take the reins of government. The 
only practical development likely to oc-

corn tax days. Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. 
Balfour and such unionists as agree with 
them will expect from the public that de- 
gree of support which they may interpret 
as a popular mandate. All signs point to 
a lengthy campaign on the lines of pro- 
tection versus free trade, which is likely 
to destroy party lines almost as much 
as did the home rule question. In all 
the arguments the example and probable 
attitude of the United States will figure 
largely. The opponents of the scheme 
point out that the comparative immu- 
niy of the Americans from taxation pre- 
cludes his prosperity under protection be- 
ing applicable to the Britisher who, as 
even the government organ admits, is 
already so heavily taxed that the initial 
years of: protection, with higher priced 
food, would be a severe strain on him 
and possibly create bitter dissatisfaction 
among the poorer classes. 

The sugar bounty bill enabling the Brit- 
ish government to carry out the provi- 
sions of the Brussels sugar convention, 
which passed its second reading ‘in the 
house of commons Thursday, is taken by 
the liberal] papers to be an important 
feature of Mr. Chamberlain’s “attack on 
free trade.”” The text of the bill, Issued 
today,.provides for the prohibition, of the 
import of “bounty-fed sugar, that. the 
origin of imported sugar be proved and 
that there be supervision by the customs 
or inland revenue authorities of all Brit- 
ish refineries, which must be worked 
only by persons authorized by the com- 
missioners. 

Attitude of Germany. 

Berlin, May 29.—The newspapers here 
treat the assent of Premier Balfour to 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain's plan 
for a preferentia] tariff within the Brit- 
ish empire and Mr. Chamberlain's sec- 
ond speech on this subject as serious 
matters, saying that anything which 
might irritate British. feeling had been 
carefully avoided. They argue quietly 
that Great Britain engaging in tariff hos- 
tilities with Germany over Canada would 
lead to a trade controversy with the rest 
of Europe and the United States. The

An Unique Decision. 
The New York court of appeals has 
sustained the validity of the Ford bill 
taxing the franchises of all street 
usiz ~ corporations, as street railways, 
telephone, telegraph and lighting and 
power companies. 
The ground taken by the court is 
novel anc interesting. It declares that 
the aet makes a new class of property 


its use by these corporations. It says 
such property: has: never -before exist- 
ed in the state, because public high- 
ways were the property of the sover- 
eignty—the state, or rather the people 
at large. They were not private prop- 
erty, taxable as other individual poe 
sessions, 

Now, however, by the gtenting of 
franchises for their exclusive use in 
specified ways tc private or quasi- 
public corporations they become joint 
property of. the people and the privi- 
leged users to the full value of the 
use so made of them and, therefore, 
the sovereign owner may tax that use 
as a part of the property.. 

In the city of New York there is 
now $220,000,000 of such property that 
was not there when the Ford bill was 
passed. That bill created it and the 
court says its taxation is lawful and 
the law constitutional. 


The Consumer and the Cormorants. 
The trust question has at last be- 
come one of simplified terms and easy 
to be understood by the common citi- 
zen. 

The friends of the trusts say they 
are the natural, logical result of the 
economic revolution of the age. The 
factors in trust-making are consolida- 
tion of capital and reduction of the 
costs of production, transportation and 
distribution. : 

So far, so good—and if there were 
no more to the story of the trusts, no 
sensible American would be found 
opposing them. Who, then, is oppos- 
ing them, and why? 

The ‘real issue lies between the 
trusts and the conswmer—between 
giant corporations and seventy mil- 
lions of people who eat, drink and 
wear clothing daily, and who must 
get these things, not by self-producing 
them, but by buying them at the prices 
which the trusts have the power to 
dictate, having control of supplies and 
markets. 

Of what good is the prosperity of 
the trusts, the reduction of their ex- 
penses, raw materials and transporta- 
tion and distribution charges, when it 
costs the consumer more to provide 
themselves with trust-made necessa- 
ries than they can make in their sev- 
eral fields of labor. Prosperity that 
enforces a cost of living greater than 
the consumer can earn and afford is a 
sham, a delusion and.a snare. 

The whole question resolves itself, 
therefore, into whether the consumers 
of the country will coniinue to sup- 


riches the trusts, enlarges the wages 
of a reduced number of laborers, and 


| causes every family almost in the land 


to economize to the last cent to make 
both ends of the monthly household 
account meet without a deficit.

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An Exodus That Will Not Work. 


The story of that secret organization 
in Boston to create a negro exodus 
from the south is probably a large 
piece of space-writer’s buncombe. 

In the first place, if any such scheme 
is under headway, it is probably an- 
other of many through which one set 
of shrewd Afro-Americans make mer- 
chandize of ‘he ignorance of their fel- 
lows, Congres:, in 1878, had to hold 
an exhaustive grand inquest over the 
negro exodus of 1877. only to find that 
it was started by negroes in the pay 
of railroad and labor-contracting com- 
panies, 

In the second place, no considerable 
number of negroes want to expatriate 
themselves from the south. They are 
contented in the country 
birth, their marriages and their friend- 
ship with their environments. If they 
wce_: really aching to go into the snow- 
storms and blizzards of the north and 
west, they could go freely almost any 
year. There is scarcely one of them 
who does not spend enough on water- 
melons, red lemonade and other red 
follies every year to pay his way to 
Boston or Duluth. The day to get up 
a Hebrew children exodus from the 
south was in 1865 and not in these 
halcyon days of 1903.

Now it is to be hoped that those 
democrats who have cultivated for 
years a virulent type of Bryanophobia 
will accept in good faith that gentle- 
man’s explicit abnegation of all desire 
to figure further as the leader of the 
party.

General Wheeler-is not the, first Joseph 
to get into trewble on, aceount of his 
colored coat. The story. goes that the 
general was ruled out .of the parade in 
New Orleans because he wore the. uni- 
form of a retired brigadier of the union 
army. The wearing of the blue uniform 
was a matter of taste. It is not incum- 
bent upon a retiring officer to wear any 
uniform. If General Wheeler thought 
that it was improper for him to don the 
confederate gray while actually a union 
officer, he ‘might at least have gone in 
citizen’s dress. The Confederate Vet- 
erans probably took exception to Gen- 
eral Wheeler's efforts to ride two horses 
going in opposite directions. There are 
conflicting reports. Some say that Gen- 
eral Wheeler was not slighted; that the 

committee just forgot him. 

There are few more gallant survivors 
of the confederate army, however, than 
Joe Wheeler. He fought-throughout the 
civil war with the ferocity of a tiger, and 
stood up to Jefferson Davis and Alexan- 
der Stephens longer than any confed- 
erate officer, even planning a plot for 
their rescue, which showetl the loyal, 
daring nature of the man. 

At the commencement of the Spanish 
war General Wheeler accepted a com- 
mission in the American army, as so 
many southern officers. fid, He fought in 
Cuba and the Philippiries, and, like Fitz- 
hugh Lee, was placed upon the retired 
list, where he now is. This is said to be 
a day when “the blue fades into the gray 
and the gray deepens into blue.” If 
General Wheeler insisted upon wearing 
his new uniform instead of his old (a 
matter of questionable taste, but hardly 
an unpardonable crime), The Pfess still 
believes that he should have been given 
a place in the New Orleans procession. 

When the Ohio man refused to join in 
the decoration of the southern soldiers’ 
graves at Camp Chase, the whole coun- 
try criticised him.on the ground that “‘the 
war was over.’ So, if old Joe Wheeler 
turned up in New Orleans in his biue 
eoat, Or yellow jacket, or any other 
decoration, we remember that he is the 
same old Joe Wheeler who fought with 
Forrest, who covered the flanks of John- 
ston, and who stood by Jefferson Davis 
when he was surrounded by federal 
bayonets.

The finance committee of council met 
yesterday morning and completed work 
on the June apportionment sheet. Com- 
paratively few changes were made in the 


figures of the January sheet, as there | 


Was very little money on hand to do it 
with. 

The committee made a number of 
changes in the amounts given to differ- 
ent departments and wou!d have made 
others had the money held out. 

There was an increase of $600 made in 
the apportionment to the city clerk's 
office, necessitated largely on account of 
the bond election. There was a slight in- 
crease for the city marshal’s office and 
an addition of $400 to the expenses of the 
city hall. 

The committee gave an additional $700 
for armory rents, making the total] $2,700 
for distribution among the military com- 
panies of the city. 

One of the most important increases 
made in the sheet was an addition of 
$6,500 for the new fire engine house to be 
bullt at Richardson and Fraser streets. 

The health department was given an 
increase of $3,200, cemetery got an addi- 
tion of $500 and an extra $1,000 was given 
to the Grady hospital. 

An important appropriation was an ad- 
diiton of about $20,500 to the street de- 
partment for the purpose of paving Pryor 
street with asphalt from Alabama street 
to Peachtree. This work has been con- 
templated for some time. 

There was a decrease of $2,000 if the 
amount for electric lights on account of 
the new contract and the sanitary de- 
partment received an addition of about 
$5,000. : 

The committee gave $8,200 for the pur- 
pose of purchasing two lots for the erec- 
t‘on of public schools:and added about 
$10,500 to the fund of the water works de- 
partment. The committee, however, re- 
fused to give the amount asked for in- 
crease Of salarics of employees of the 
water department. These salaries went 
into effect on April 1 and will probably 
have to be paid back, unless council 
should reverse the action of the commit- 
tee. 

The only other increase was about 
$2,000 on contingent expenses, while about 
$15,000 was saved on the sinking fund 
under the new ordinance recently passed 
by council. 

In other respects the apportionment 
sheet will remain ag it stood in January. 
No action was taken relative to the 
new 18,000,000 gallon pump, which was 
recommended and which is needed at 
water works station No. 1. The com- 
mittee did not seem inclined to pass on 
the matter at present, and will probably 
inspect the pumping stations before this 
is done. There was a threat that the bid 
of the Holly Manufacturing Company 
would be withdrawn unless some actfdn 
was taken, but this has not yet been 
done. 

Action on the increased appropriation of 
$25,000 for putting asphalt on the Peters 
street viaduct was also postponed. An 
effort will be made to get the railroads 
interested. in the work to pay half the 
expense, as they did for the construction 
of the bridge.

Street Car Company To Be 
Required To Lay Better

As a result of the legal difficulties that 
have arisen over the matter of repairing 
the asphalt pavement on Peachtree street 
between Pine and the city limits, it is 
é€xpected that an ordinance will be intro- 
duced in council at the next session re- 
quiring the Georgia Railway and Wiectric 


Company to lay its. tracks on a toncrete 
foundation whenever the street on which 
such tracks run is to be paved with as- 
phalt. 

Effort has been made te get the Warren- 
Scharf Asphalt Company to repair the 
asphalt on the portion of Peachtree street 


indicated, as its guarantee does not ex- 
pire until October 3 next. The company 
is willing to repair all the street except 
that adjacent to fhe street car tracks, and 
it claims it is not responsible for the con- 
dition of this because it has been caused 
by the vibration of the tracks which are 
not set on a solid foundation. The asphalt 
company holds that the street car com- 
pany is responsibie, and the car company 
claims it has nothing to do with the mat- 
ter. 

As there is a lega!] question involved which 
might possibly make some trouble for the 
city in case it should do the work and 4at- 
tempt to hold the asphalt company on its 
bond, the matter was referred to the city 
attorney by the committee on streets be- 
fore which it came up for consideration 
yesterday.

Two Members of Crew of the Vera 
Cruz Arrested. 

Newbern, N. C., May 29.—Manuel Pen- 
lila and Nuno Fernandez, two of the crew 
of the wrecked Portuguese barkentine 
Vera Cruz, were tried before United 
States Commissioner Hill today for vio- 
lating section 286 of the revised statutes 
of the United States.

Washington, May 29.—As a result of the 
thorough overhayjing of the rosters of 
the postoffices throughout the country 
Postmaster General Payne today an- 
nounced his approval of instructions re- 
ducing the salaries of assistant postmas- 
ters at the following second class post- 
Offices to 50 per cent of the salaries of 
the respective postmasters; 

Cairo, Ills.; Clarinda, Iowa; East &t. 
Louis, Ilis.; Flushing, Fredonia and 
Geneva, N. Y.; Freehold, N. J.; Warren, 
Pa.; Hagérstown, Md.; Portsmouth, N. 
H.: Stamford, Conn.; Stevens Point, 
Wis., and Ponce and San Juan, Porto 


Rico. 

He has found thirty-six officials in the 
postal service who hold offices under 
designations not designated by law, and 
ruled that their positions be changed 
to conform to the law governing them. 
They were in the following offices: 

New Orleans, New York, Boston, 
Brovklyn, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Detroit, St. 
Louts, Washington, Chester, Pa., Los An- 
geles, Louisville, Nashville, Newburgh, 
N. Y., Utica and Chicago. 

Among these designations not author- 
ized by law are “superintendent of. sta- 
tions’ (aMhough there is a superintend- 
ent for each separate station), “auditor 
of stations,”’ “inspector of stations,” etc. 

Provisions of the law would fix the 
maximum salaries of clerks in the sec- 
ond-class postoffices at $1,000 a year. 
Higher Salaries Than Law Allows. 

The investigation disclosed eight post- 
offices at which in all thirteen clerks | 
receive more than the salaries to which 
their designated positions as ‘assistant 
superintendent”’ entitle them, and in these 
cases the postmaster general has direct- 
ed that the salaries be accordingly re- 
duced. This order affects two pvusitions 
in Louisville, Ky., two in New York, one 
in Brooklyn, one in Philadelphia and 
Detroit, four in St. Louis and two in 
Boston. The maximum salary of these 
positions by law is a stated percentage 
of the salary of the postmaster. The 
postmaster general has directed that 
such of these changes as involve correc- 
tions of the violation of law shall take 
effect next Monday and changes made 
to conform to the rules and practices 
of the department will be operative July 
1, the beginning of the new fiscal year. 
Most of these excessive allowances were 
made during the administration. of 
George W. Beavers, who suddenly re- 
signed his position as superintendent of 
salaries and allowances immediately af- 
ter the investigation of affairs of the 
postoffice began. 

The rolls of the third-class postoffices, 
the lowest of the presidential grades, are 
now under investigation, and the author- 
ity for the compensation of the em- 
ployees of every third-class postoffice in 
the country is being carefully examined 


Statement By Payne. 
Postmaster General Payne made the 
following statement regarding the 
changes announced today: 
“In the case of the fourteen offices 
where the assistant postmaster is paid 


in excess of 60 per cent of the salary 


of the postmaster the action was made 
to secure uniformity. The law provides 
that in first-class postoffices the assist- 
ant postmaster’s salary shall be not to 
exceed 60 per cent of the postmaster, but 
that it does not apply to assistant post- 
masters in offices of the second class. 
It is believed that the basis of compen- 
sation should be uniform in all offices 
of first and second class. The total 
amount saved to the government by this 
order will be $2,500 a year. In the seven 
offices where there appear to be 
eight persons who are _ receiving 
more than the law allows for 
the positions which they occupy 
there may be some explanation of 
the fact, but in any event an order has 
been issued reducing the compensation 
to the amount authorized by law. In 
seventeen offices there are persons em- 
ployed under designations not known to 
the law. There is no doubt of the activ- 
ity and efficiency of these persons, and 
that they are properly employed, but 
wrongly classified.” 


An Attack on Tulloch. 

Postmaster General Payne today made 
public the reply of Postmaster Merritt, 
of this city, to the Tulloch charges. The 
Merritt response makes serious accusa- 
tions against former Cashier 8. W. Tul- 
loch, of the Weshington postoffice, say- 
ing that a transaction in which Mr. Tul- 
loch was concerned in 1898 ‘“‘appears to 
comprehend the presentation of a false 
voucher, which is made a crime by the 
statutes.’ Mr. Merritt's reply further al- 
leges that receipts were signed in blank 
on the payrolis during Mr. Tulloch’s 
regime as cashier and that the files do 


| not indicate any complaint of irregulari- 


ties against the Washington postoffice 
filed by Mr. Tulloch while he was in of- 
fice. Mr. Merritt says the general prac- 
tice of giving employees duties seeming- 
ly incompatible with- their positions is 
no abuse and that the practice of paying 
certain expenses of the postoffice depart- 
ment out of the Washington city post- 
office fund has always existed and is 
proper. : 

Mr. Merritt says the removal of Cash- 
ier Tulloch was no mistake; that the ac- 
counts were in @ tangled condition and 
that Tulloch refused to straighten them 
out unless paid $00. Mr. Merritt asserts 
that a number of irregularities to which 
Tulloeh called attention were due to 
Tullech’s own neglect or ignorance. Mr. 
Merritt says he had discretionary author- 


! ity to remove Tulloch, whom he charges 


with being arbitrary in manner, occupied 
much of the time with important private 
business, and a “venturesome man in the 
field of speculation.”

080,000 year before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cot-

New York,. May 29.—The feeling at the 
opening of the cotton market this morn- 
ing was not quite as. bullish as might 
have been expected. in view of the better 
feeling during the late market yester- 
day.

The Trade Situation. 


New York, May 29.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

‘‘Wholesale trade awaits crop, labor and 
price movements. Too much rain is re- 
ported for western crops, but particu- 
larly for corn, the planting of which is 
still delayed. 

‘The iron situation has been partialiy 
cleared up this week by the buying by 
the leading interests of %,000 tors of pig 
iron at a price 50 to Tie below nominal 
quotations of last week. The sales have 
been on the basis of $18.50 valley fur- 
naces or $19.3 at Pittsburg. A sale of 
10,000 tons for June delivery has brought 
a higher price. The tendency toward re- 
adjustment of prices of iron is alsg 
shown in the reduction of 25 to 50c per 
ton at seaboard markets. Structural ma- 
terial is in good demand, notwithstanding 
labor troubles. 

“The outlook as to the country's ex- 
port trade is by no means depressing. 
Exports of manufactured goods for the 
month of April were only twice exceeded 
in the country’s history. 

“Cotton goods manufacturers have met 
the advance in the raw material of. near- 
ly 21-2c per pound with advances in 
bleached cottons and ginghams. Luyerfs, 
however, are slow to take hold.
